The day of His Inauguration, 


MH E Celebration of rhe Mo- 
nnmental Honour done to the 
Memory of a {o fam'd and {o 
well-deſerving Bithop, did of 
it ſelf invite the renewing and 
reviving of His Story , which 

through the rudeneſle and un- 
civility of our = DIETS had been in- 
devoured by a wilful , malicious neglet , to be 


forgotten and obliterated, 
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I could: ſay that: thoſe impious defacings of 
the bleſſed Remains of thoſe excellent Perſona- 
ges ( who have obliged this Nation, particularly 
rhis City , by theit extraordinary, merits and in- 
dulgences towards it ) which were impudently 
frequeat in the late Anarchy, do juſtly challenge 
a Remark to poſterity ; and it were a becoming 
and noble deſign to retrieve and recover hole 
obſolete Glories. 

Eſpecally the Juſtice that is redevable to -# 
Sacred O:ter and Function of the Biſhops , and 
peculiarly to thoſe of this Dioceſe, doth require 
this ( though mean and ſhort ) account, for while 
the frantick and mad Zeal of Phanaticks, do thus 
rage undutifully againſt cheir Spiritual Fathers the 
Biſhops , it will be a kindnefle not ill beſtowed ,

was not only confirmed , but at the inſtance of

Having chus ſhewed the occafion, we will give 
a ſhort Narrative of the manner of this grateful 
Solemaity as followerh 

About Five a Clock in the Afternoon , the 
Lord Maior having ſfumptuouſly feaſted divers of 
His Majeſties Privy Council , particularly the 
Lord Ghancelloar,and Lord Treaſurer, the Marquils 
of. Dorcheſter, and other Lords ; the Right Ho- 
nourable the Judges , and many other noble 


Gueſts, returned in the ſame order, to the Quire 


of St. Pauls, Firſt came the Old poor men of 


-his Lordſhips Company in. blew Gowns , every 


one of them having a Torch light in 6ne hand , 
and 4 Banner in the other , and having marched 


_ up tothe Steps did make a Lane for his Lordfhips 


Cotnpany to pafſle through them. - Then came 
my Lord himſelt attended by his Brethren the 
Aldermen , ( the Pageants ſtanding at his paſſage 
by them in Cheapſiae) the Rear of this Triumph 
being breught up by a Troop of Volunteer Gen- 
tiemen, who formerly were under his Lordſhips 
Command, at His Majeſties Return into His 
Kingdoms, | 

His Lordſhip alighting and entring the Church 
Dore, was entertained by the Quire, then ficring 
above in the Gallery with 'an Anthem fung to the 
O:gan, which I have thought Good tor the more 
Sracefuller i]}uftration of > Solemnity, to ſer

{ame poor men it blew Gowns before hin 
he anxiouſly and compaſſionately viewed the ſad 
Ruins of that famous Cathedral : which were (0 
impaſlable to that Sepulchre of the Biſhop, that 
his Lordſhip could not approcty ty though out of 
bis piety he would, it it. had been poſſible and 
not ſo extreme hazardous, have tendred his and 
the Cities reſpes to the Memory of that Prelate:
